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SEEN AS CURE 
CANADA'S ILLS 


Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association Says Pro. 
blems Financial 


By CARL REINKE 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 
OTTAWA, Jan. 17.—Canada's 


present problems are not much 
constitutional as they are finan- 
eial, the recult of overspending, 
the Canadian Manufactercrs’ 
Association asserted today in a 
brief presented before the Royal 
Commission on dominion-provin- 
cial relations, 


If government expenditures were 
reduced 10 or 20 per cent, the asso- 
ciation contended, many of today's 
pressing problems would disappear 
On the other hand, an entirely new | 
constitution would merely repro-| 
duce present conditions “if public | 
expenditures, and consequently 
taxes, continued to increase.” 

“"f there is the will on the part 
@f the people to do it,” the asso- 
cistion submitted, however, “the 
Dominion and provinces can allo- 
cate thelr respective fields of 
responsibility and taxation in such 
@ way that they can solve their 
financial difficulties, provided 
always that they make up th-ir 
minds to live within the respec- 
tive incomes agreed upon.” 

Aside from that general appraisal | 
of the basic problem facing govern- 
ment in Canada, in which it sug-| 
gested some control over borrow- 
ing, the association urged a simpler 
and more equitable t-~ system, for 
efficiency and economy. 


| 


FEWER COLLECTORS 

“The ideal system of taxation 
from industry’s point of view would 
be one providing for the raising of 
the necessary revenue by means of 
a minimum number of taxes collect- | 
ed by a minimum number of agen- 
cies, preferably one,” it stated. A! 
number of specific recommenda- | 
tions in that direction, including one 
income tax and one sales tax were 
advanced. 

The association especially consid- 
ered old age pensions and unem- 
ployment insurance among social 
services, It advocated reorganiza- 
tion of pensions on a contributory 
“all in” basis, following the exam-| 
ple of the United Kingdom and Bel- 
gium where it was found the noti- 
contributory, deserving-poor system 
led to thriftlessness and fraud. A | 
contributory system of an insur- 
ance basis would also reduce ex- 
pense and stimulate self-reliance 
and encourage employers to insti 
tute their own pensions schemes, it 
was suggested. 


INSURANCE SCORED 

The association declined to en- 
dorse unemployment insurance 
since it took the position that great 
majority of those maintained by the 
state in recent years would not be 
eligible for benefit under such a 
scheme as that proposed in 1935. 

“No insurance scheme based on | 
actuarial lines would do more | 
than take care for a strictly lim- | 
ited period of a strictly limited 
number of employees and these. | 
persons normally in fairly steady | 
work,” it was argued. 

Stressing the substantial part of 
industry played in the Canadian | 
economy, the association submitted: 

“If the earning capacity of indus- 
try is impaired (by excessive tixa- 
tion or insufficient tariff protec- 
tion), it is difficult to see how the 
national income taxes can be main- 
tained. 


DO FULL SHARE 

“If on the other hand, industry is 
not beyond capacity to pay and re- 
main efficient, and if Canadian pro- 
ducers are safeguarded to the ex- 
tent of equalizing conditions with 
their competitors, Canadian indus- 
try, which enters into every part of 
national activity and affects practi- 
cally every citizen of Canada, can 
and will continue to do its full 
share in restoring prosperity, soly- 
ing financial and economic prob- 
lems and in developing the coun-) 
try.” 

The association said it did “not | 
wish to exaggerate the import- 
ance of the position of manufac- 
turing in the national economy of | 
Canada.” Its members realized it 
re mted one group only, even 
though its activities did effect 
many others, 

In its analysis of current taxation, | 
the C. M. A. said a company doing | 
business across the Dominion paid 
eight Dominion and provincial in- 
come taxes (not in Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick), but each jurisdic- 
tion proceeded generally without 
reference to requirements in the 
others, it was stated, For instance, 
the Dominion or provinces ‘except 
Manitoba) made no allowance as an 
expense of doing business for in- 
come tax paid in other jurisdictions 


LESS RECIPROCITY | 

“It is abvious there is less reci-| 
procity between the Dominion and 
the provinces in this regard than 
between Canada and, for example. | 
the United States,” the C. M. A 
contended. 

The inconvenience and expense 
of ‘tax compliance” under such a 
complex system was suggested in 
the fact a company operating in all 
provinces was required to file 40 
annual returns on various phases of 
its business and five monthly re- 
turns or about 100 returns a year 
Differences in fiscal periods. filing 
dates, definitions of terms and de-, 
termination of taxable income aB- 
gravated the situation 

Result was that the work of 
pre ing returns and settling tax 
liabilities with the various au- 
thorities required the equivalent 
of the ‘wll time of 12 employees. 
as well as part time of execu- 
tives, of a nationally -operating 
company.

The provincial department of health is to 
provide free treatment for victims of “infantile 
paralysis,” and also take care of those who are 
seriously handicapped in their earning capacity 
as an after-result of that disease. 

There will surely be nothing but appreval of 
this act of clemency, anywhere. Aside altogether 
from the general question of the advisability of 
“state medicine,” this affliction demands that 
special provision be made for its victims. 

Since the disease is contagious, it is a matter 
of public safety that the department should take 
the closest possible charge of all cases: and where 
the public safety is so intimately involved it is 
fair that the public should stand the cost. — 

The after-care of disabled patients stands on 
a different footing, but is equally worthy of ap- 
proval as a public responsibility. To a fantily in 
any less than good circumstances, it means a 
crushing financial blow if one member is stricken 
and left a cripple. Common humanity requires 
they should be relieved of that burden. 

Since the province is now to assume what 
must become a heavy financial liability in case 
of an epidemic, this is added assurance that 
every known means will be taken by the prov- 
incial authority to identify an outbreak of the 
disease, isolate and treat patients, and prevent 
an epidemic developing. The record of recent 
years will stand as a warning to the minister in 
charge and his officials to spare no pains in the 
matter. ae ae

There sim- 
ply is not a market in sight for the goods which 
would be thus produced. 

Canada is in this respect not different from 
other countries. Economists, statesmen, public- 
ists, financiers, statisticians the world over are 
alike dumb on the subject of how there can be 
universai, all-age employment. And the fact is 
emerging that few people positively believe this 
to be possible. Rather, the objectors to the re- 
tiral pension idea show a quite natural disin- 
Clination to give up the age-old theory that to 
work from childhood to the grave is the allotted 
role of man. 

But the world has changed, and is changing, 
whether our conception of it changes or does not- 
The machine is here to stay. The tempo of in- 
dustrial and business life has speeded up. Man 
cannot compete with the machine, nor old men 
with young. So we have the curious anomaly 
that while old men must work to live, young men 
in thousands must live without working. And 
nobody has yet said how the anomaly can be 
abolished except by allowing the older ones to 
retire, on an adequate allowance, and the 
younger ones to take their places. 


Those attending the seed fair were told by a 
speaker of the good results gained by govern- 
ment action in providing farmers with seed 
gtain where help was required.

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SMILE TESTING 

Professor Paul Thomas Young, of the Uni-+ 
versity of Illinois psychology department, has 
been conducting a series of novel “smile” tests 
among the university students and has found 
that smiles and laughter are four hundred times 
more prevalent than scowls, tears and frowns. 

The 400 to 1 ratio is general among men as 
well as women. 

Among his campus conclusions are the fol- 
lowing: 

College girls do not cry more than once every 
20 days. They smile from 50 to 100 times a day 
and laugh on an average of 20 times a day. 

Women who have reached their thirtieth 
milestone weep 30 times more often than men. 
Men, on the contrary, laugh, smile and joke 10 
times as often as the women-folk. 

Weeps are caused 80 to 90 per cent of the time 
by environment. Smiles are caused 98 per cent 
of the time by social contacts. 

The chief causes of joy and gloom among col- 
lege girls are traced to class grades. Second on 
the list of causes are letters, cither received or 
not received—Omaha World Herald. 


WHEAT IMPORTS INTO THE NETHERLANDS 

Imports of wheat into the Netherlands for the 
January to November period of 1937 are con- 
siderably greater than in corresponding eleven 
months of 1936, writes Mr. W. G. Stark, assistant 
Canadian trade commissioner at Rotterdam, in 


the Commercial Intelligence Journal. Argentina 
has been the principal supplier, followed by the 
United States, Canada and Rumania. Consider- 
able quantities of Russian wheat are now avail< 
able and comprise the main part of stocks on 
hand. 

The domestic wheat crop has been smaller 
than that harvested in any of the last five years 
and amounted to only about 70 per cent of the 
1936 total. The percentage of domestic wheat, 
which by law must be contained in wheat flour 
for general consumption, has not been reduced. 

Imports for the eleven months January to 
November, 1937, amounted to 528,510 metric tons 
(19,422,742 bushels) as compared with 413,152 
tons (15,183,336 bushels) in the corersponding 
period of 1936. Argentina was credited with 
161.649 metric tons (of 2,205 pounds), as com- 
pared with 33,277 metric tons in the similar 
period of 1936; the United States, 121,385 tons 
(46,566 tons); and Canada, -109,511 tons (234,487 
tons). 


WHAT USE ARE ECONOMISTS? 
{Sir Josiah Stamp in “The Listener”) 

‘Do economists do more harm than good? 
That such a question can be thought of and put 
at me-point blank to force me to justify my cloth 
before all ‘the world, is an indication of the 
parlous state into which we have fallen. It arises 
from the common complaints about economists; 
first,,that they disagree among themselves; sec- 
ond, that the same economist says one thing to- 
day and the opposite next year; third, that the 
economist can never tell you what is going to 
happen, or if he does, it doesn’t. The business 


man talks of him contemptuously as a_.theorist, : 


and altogether it'takes quite a lot of pluck today 
to acknowledge, in company, that one is an econ- 
omist—the lowest form of animate nature, so to 
speak. Yet no! There are crowds of people who 
proclaim loudly that they are economists—the 
journalists, engineers, politicians and cranks of 
all kinds, who have never had any discipline in 
economic thought in their lives, but excogitate, 
by the light of nature, what they beforehand 
want to think. That is part of the trouble. 

In every science there is a generally accepted 
body of knowledge covering most of the field, 
but on the fringe the greatest differences exist— 
it is certainly so in physics, where animate na- 
ture is under their eyes and fingers and can be 
controlled for experiment. Doctors proverbially 
differ. Lawyers are the worst of all, for all they 
have to do is the simple task of taking all the 
given facts, duly proved by an elaborate process 
and lying all in the past, and then applying a 
set of rules, self-made, grammatically determin- 
ing the result—a result which is never put to the 
test of facts! And yet they differ like fun, The 
economist has a far more difficult job—many of 
his facts lie in the future, the past ones unprov- 
able, and the future hidden in masses of people 
affecting each other all over the world, national 
policies and psychologies, subject to unknown 
harvests and a hundred contingencies, and yet 
you have the sauce to expect him to tell you 
exactly when to sell out your United Oils and 
buy Moravian Tea shares. 

Disagree amongst ourselves, do we? Well, 
over 90 per cent of the area of the subject we 
have close agreement by the majority, and over 
the remaining 10 per cent a healthy unrest. 
Where thought passes into action, the thought 
may be defeated by politics, by international 
complications. Do more harm than good? Well, 
suppose the passions of war-weary peoples at 
Versailles had allowed the economists to be 
heard, on reparations and international debts, 
the statesmen would never have erected that 
monstrous edifice—that is as I see it—which took 
over twelve years of desperate recriminative in- 
ternational conferences, treaty-breaking and 
financial disaster, befage the truth was reluct- 
antly discovered by the people. 

The economist is generally right, in his state- 
ment of tendencies, but the world is too com- 
plex for him to put a date on them, or gauge 
their degree. Thus some of us were prophesying 
an ultimate collapse in Wall Street as early as 
1927, but in successive years we were laughed 
to scorn because it had not come. But it did, and 
much worse than any economist had foreseen. 

Have you ever thought how ridculous it 
would be if the economist really did faretel! the 
actual date when interest rates would have to be 
changed, when an exchange rate would alter, or 
when the peak price of rubber or of sorne other 
stock would be reached”? Everyone who believed 
the forecast would want to anticipate the date, 
to buy or to sell as the case might be to avoid 
loss, or to make a special! profit, and so the date 
itself would be ruined. An economic forecast as 
# guide to individual conduct is a contradiction 
in terms; the more people believed it, the more 
likely it would be to be defeated! So the econo- 
mist can only prophesy what people who are 
kept in ignorance of his prophesy are likely to 
do} 

The economist will not make things easy for 
pecple—as the young lady said, “Everything I 
want to do is either illegal, immoral or fatten- 
ing’—so all the short cuts to prosperity are 
really at bottom uneconomic, and hence the un- 
popularity of the economist.

The smaller gall stones resemble pebbles and 
anywhere from one to twenty may be present in 
the gall bladder at one time. They are not un- 
usual after the age of twenty-five, but are most 
common after fifty. Three times as many women 
as men are afflicted with them. 


One large stone is not as likely to cause dis- 
tress as several small ones. The reason for this 
is that the large one stays in the gall bladder 
and is kept from injuring that organ by the bile 
which acts as a lubricant. The smaller stones 
cause the irritation by being able to escape from 
the gall bladder and make their way down the 
duct into the intestine. 


This attempted passage of a gall stone pro- 
duces what is known as gall stone colic, which 
is accompanied by severe pain. The colic does 
not always occur, even though there are gall 
stones; but when it does take place it is rarely 
fatal, even though the pain seems to the patient 
to be unbearable. 


The pain is due to the crowding of the stones 
through the very narrow bile duct. If the stone 
is stopped before it enters the intestine, the con- 
dition is severe, as it will bring about a backing 
up of the bile into the liver, instead of allowing 
it to pass into the small intestine in the normal 
manner. From the liver the blood absorbs the 
bile and carries it to the tissues and we may see 
from the yellow coloring of the patient's face 
that he has jaundice, which is a symptom of bile 
stoppage. Sometimes the gall bladder becomes 
inflamed from the irritating effect of the gall 
Stones rubbing against it. 


The formation of gall stones is still some- 
what of a mystery, but is evidently concerned 
with a stagnation of bile. It is significant that 
athletes who are in good training practically 
never develop them. An over-supply of starches 
and sugars in the diet, together with lack of ex- 
ercise, are probably the chief causes of the un- 
derlying bile stagnation. 

The symptoms of gall stones are such that 
the patient usually is led to believe there is 
something wrong with the digestion. He loses his 
appetite and has considerable gas. He may vomit 
occasionally, and the stomach and the region to 
the right of it, may be tender and sore. If he is 
troubled with typical gall stone colic, he is reas- 
onably sure that gall stones are the cause of his 
distress; however, it is necessary that a careful 
examination be secured in order to be as certain 
as possible of the diagnosis. 

Cases which are more difficult to diagnose 
are those in which colic is absent, and in such 
circumstances, the X-ray will often be found 
of the greatest value.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Herman C. asks: “How much, 
longer than the foot should the shoe be? Some 
Say one-half inch longer and others say that the 
toe should reach to the end of the shoe.” 

ANSWER: This depends to some extent upon 
the type of foot. In some types, the foot becomes 
considerably longer as soon as it is called upon 
to bear the weight of the body, while in at least 
one type of foot, the foot elongates very little. 
The variations found may range from less than 
half a size to more than a full size. Manufacturers 
of orthopedic shoes point out that the foot of the 
flexible type which tends to flare inwardly may 
become more than a full size longer while bear- 
ing the weight of the body. The foot of the 
Straight type generally becomes between one- 
sixth and one-third of an inch longer while bear- 
ing weight. The foot of the rigid type which 
tends to flare outward usually becomes less than 
a half size longer. If you have a foot of the 
straight type it would be necessary to have the 
shoes fitted so that they are at least a half size 
and possibly a full size too long when the foot 
is at rest. The shoe which is the correct length 
when the foot is off the ground will be too short’ 
when the foot is in action. Not only should the 
shoe be longer than the foot, but it should also 
provide sufficient room across the toes and 
through the part which contains the ball of the 
foot for these structures to spread when walking. 
If you will take off your shoe and will examine 
the ball of your foot without any weight on it 
and will then watch it while you put the weight 
of the body on it, you wiil see that it spreads 
when carrying weight. It is therefore important 
to watch the width of the shoe as well as the 
length while being fitted. Either the shoe which 
is too short, or the one which is too tight, will 
cause foot trouble. 


What an absurd question. If you hadn't got him 
you would have debased coinage, unwise bank- 
ing, crazy credit, unsound public finance, trade 
crises all the time, tariffs worse even than today 
ruining the productive powers of the world under 
the guise of promoting the interests of little bits 
of it, attempts to make pint pots smaller, and the 
quarts to go into them larger—in fact, every 
generation would repeat every economic folly 
that short sighted mercantile selfishness or 
blown-out cloudy idealism has committed 
through the ages. Only the experience accumu- 
lated and expounded by the economist, and only 
the struggling effort to apply its lessons to new 
conditions, free from wishful thinking, can keep 
the world from making all the old mistakes. The 
business man or his government will put on a 
duty to protect a particular market, and succeed, 
but fail altogether to reckon with the effect on 
the export trade. Or perhaps to do some price 
fixing of a commodity, and drive it out of pro- 
duction in the process; or to raise a wage scale 
in an industry, and let it open to competition 
which kills it; or uphold an exchange rate which 
is depressed through the export of capital and 
foreign investment, and by so doing subsidize the 
investment; or enter a restriction scheme to 
maintain prices, which encourages the outsider 
to flood the market. There is no such thing as a 
simple direct effect in economic life without 
numerous reactions and readjustments often 
more far-reaching and important than the direct 
effect. The economist’s job is the unpopular one 
of warning you about them. The economist's 
training is the only one factor in society without 
many reactions in unexpected quarters, He is 
the student of reactions. Of course, he often 
misses, and a miss is a8 good as a mile. Econom- 


ists do not co-ordinate their views sufficiently ° 


before rushing into being public advisers. They 
need constant criticism and questioning to keep 
them from wandering away from the world of 
facts into abstractions. So go on asking the silly 
question: “Do economists do more harm than 
good” and goad them into indignant reply,
